P arts of the state had more than 
three inches of rainfall.

In Scott county, 69 farm ers voted out of 600 eligible to 
jo so. In Dunklin county, of 80 eligible» only seven voted. 
Mississippi county had 396 eligióles; 68 voted. In New Mad­ 
rid county, the figures were 481 eligible, 92 voting. In Pem­ 
iscot county, only 37 farm ers were eligible to vote on the 
referendum and only seven did so. In Stoddard county, 59 
voted, but 586 were eligible to do so. 
The farmers were too busy to vote, it was reported. This 
is a busy time of year for farmers, and they need to be busy. 
But not too busy to take half an hour to an hour to go vote 
on some proposition the government of the United State"; 
gives farmers an opportunity to decide whether or not it 
shall prevail. 
The vote on the wheat quota referendum is characteris­ 
tic of the vote on other propositions of interest, to our farm­ 
ers and submitted by the government. These referendums 
are opportunities to help farmers write the laws that gov­ 
ern their industry— at least to approve or reject those laws 
and regulations affecting their industry.

Ever 
since 
1918, 
the 
United 
States Revenue Laws have con­ 
tained w hat is known as 
the 
foreign tax credit. The purpose 
of this provision is to relieve U. 
S. 
Businesses 
operating 
abroad 
from double taxation—th at is, the 
paym ent of U. S income taxes on 
top of foreign income taxes on 
the sam e income. It is available 
to any citizen or corporation do­ 
ing business abroad or deriving 
income from abroad. It is obvious­ 
ly necessary if business is to be 
protected from a burden of tax a­ 
tion so crushing that foreign ope­ 
rations would become excessive­ 
ly difficult and 
perhaps impos­ 
sible, 
thus 
destroying 
incentive 
for A m erican businessmen to go 
abroad and lend the strength of 
the Am erican economy to under­ 
developed areas. 
But now the foreign tax credit 
is under attack. T hat attack Ls 
specifically directed at A m erican 
enterprise producing oil in Saudi 
A rabia—oil which is vital to the 
defense and security of the U. S. 
as well as the whole free world. 
What would happen shoud this 
attack succeed? Facts show that 
an oil com pany concerned, in ev­ 
ery year in which it has paid Sau­ 
di A rabia income taxes, has paid 
more income taxes than it w'ould 
have had to pay the U. S. T reas­ 
ury if it hau conducted the same 
business w ith the sam e profit in 
the U. S. If, in addition to these 
Saudi A rabian taxes, the U. S. 
law's had required it to pay a U. 
S. income tax on w hat was left, 
the com pany would have borne a 
far heavier income tax load than 
would a com parable business in 
the U. S. U nder exisiting law s the 
U. S. T reasury derives substan­ 
tial revenues from the taxes lev­ 
ied on the dividends of this com­ 
pany and on the dividends 
to 
stockholders of the corporations 
owning it. 
A m erican influence and activi­ 
ty in world economic 
develop­ 
m ents would dw indle and wither 
at estim able dam age to ourselves 
and our allies w ithout such cred­ 
its. The w ay would be open for 
com munist economic 
expansion 
on a vast scale.

A P aris householder cam e into 
our office and rem arked that his 
monthly electric current charge 
was down, around 25 per cent, even 
though he had the sam e electric 
appliances. He had been living in 
a home that had old-style, sm all 
and inadequate wiring, but he had 
moved into a house th at had been 
wired with plenty of circuits and 
sufficiently large wiring to carry 
full voltage of electricity without 
overheating of wires. He accounted 
for the reduction by the fact he 
had new' wiring and was getting 
the full use of all electricity that 
was going through 
his m eter. We 
got curious and investigated at the 
city office to see if anyone else 
had had the sam e experience. Not 
only one but several have had. In 
every case w here a house had been 
re-wired according to accepted ade­ 
quate standards, the electric con­ 
sumption had dropped 20 to 25 per 
cent im m ediately after the wiring 
w as done. There are many houses 
and business places in P aris that 
contain the sam e lead-in and dis- 
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tiibution wires that were put in 
when electricity first cam e to us 
and we used only sm all drop lights. 
Over the years w’e have added ap­ 
pliances and our wiring is 
now- 
overloaded. It appears that some 
of us who berate the city because 
of our 
high current cost could 
solve our problem and 
reduce 
those costs by having an electric­ 
ian inspect our wiring and install 
larger wires where those we have 
are too sm all.—Paris Appeal.

ed from the AFL-CIO. 
This m ay come as a surprise 
to m any who saw Dave Beck run 
out of labor’s high com m and be­ 
cause he refused to answer sev­ 
eral hundred of Sen. John Mc­ 
Clellan’s questions. 
Behind these observations lies a 
m ost im portant story which has 
been overlooked in the excitem ent 
of peering into the other fellow's 
private bank accounts. 
The story is in the fact that 
the 
AFLCIO Executive 
Council 
will expel a 
labor leader 
who 
uses the Fifth only to cover up 
for him self and his personal af­ 
fairs. Labor will not expel a un­ 
ion chief who 
uses 
the 
Fifth 
Am endm ent to cover the activi­ 
ties of his union. 
This m eans that no congressional 
com m ittee and no senator can use 
a hearing to really look into the 
politicking and the strike tactics 
of a union. 
For exam ple, presum e that a 
unio" gave a political com m ittee 
$250,00 during the last presiden­ 
tial cam paign, as one union did. 
The political com m ittee is slow 
in paying it back, as is the case 
in one instance. The transaction, 
if made public, would be em bar­ 
rassing. But if the Senate com ­ 
m ittee should 
move 
in 
on 
the 
union books and say where is the 
quarter of a million dollars, and 
if the union president takes the 
Fifth on that question, h* w ill n >t 
be thrown off the AFL-CIO Ex­ 
ecutive Council. 
Assume that 
a 
union, 
th reat­ 
ened by thugs, bought fev tral thou­ 
sand dollars worth of guns and 
holsters for its officials. This did 
happen. 
The 
com mittee 
might 
move in and note that cash was 
spent for unlisted item s, since no 
union will put on Its books the 
details of the * 
’'•ction of a pri­ 
vate 
arsenal. 
The 
com m ittee 
could put the union president on 
the stand. He may take the fifth 
to protect his union. He will no4, 
be subject to 
a 
>matie 
expul­ 
sion from the labor m ovem ent in 
such circum stances. 
Assume that there was a strike 
and that during *he course of 
walkout there 
was 
a 
city-wiae 
election in town. The striking un­ 
ion spent tens of thousands of dol­ 
lars in cash to elect a m ayor—as 
did happen—but had no specific 
accounting of the money. The con­ 
gressional com m ittee moves 
in. 
The union president is questioned. 
He takes the F* h to protect his 
union. He will not be expelled. 
Assume that there was a strike 
in Milltown, U.S.A., and despite 
the nam e of the m unicipality, ail 
was not tranquil. The union dug 
into 
its 
strike 
fund 
for 
cash, 
m arked it on the books as coffee 
and doughnuts, and dropped the 
monev strategically among a sher­ 
iff or two to m ake certain that 
pi kets 
w eren’t roughed up. 
Or 
to see to it that the gendarm erie 
was at the other end of town if 


the pickets did some roughing up 
them selves. The com mittee moves 
in and asks what happened to the 
cash. The imiog ghief la tt* the 
Fifth. He w ill not be expelled by 
th high com m and of labor. 
Instead, all these union officials 
will be called in for their day 
in 
labor’s 
own 
suprem e 
court. 
They will be asked to explain, in 
the secrecy of the high council 
cham ber in the AFL-CIO national 
headquarters. They will be ques­ 
tioned by the national leaders as 
to what happened to the money. 
They will be expected to tell the 
other union sachem s why they did 
what they did and that they did 
not pinch off a percentage of the 
cash for them selves. 
If there was no corruption, no 
personal thievery, the high com­ 
mand will m ark the case closed. 
All this is specifically written in 
the AFL-CIO code 
which 
says, 
. . it is the policy of the AFL- 
CIO . . . that if the union official 
decides 
to 
i n v o k e the 
Fifth 
Amendm ent for his PERSONAL 
PROTECTION, and to avoid scru­ 
tiny . . . into alleged corruption 
on HIS part, he has no right to 
continue 
to 
hold 
office 
in 
his 
union.’ 
It does not say that he mu>t 
rip open his union for public scru­ 
tiny into all of its activities.
